Oklahoma City to Kansas 
City, which was held up near Chand^ 
ler, Okla., last night, according to 
passengers on the train who arrived 
here this morning. Daniels shot and 
killed the negro bandit while the lat- 
ter was in the act of robbing the ex- 
press.

According to passengers the robber 


got on the train as'It left Chandler, 
about 9 o'clock. He first entered'the 
chair car, where, encountering the 
conductor, he held up the latter, took 
his watch and money and compelled 
him to lead the way to the. express 
car. 
The robber then forced the ex- 


press messenger and conductor to open 
a small safe containing little of value 
and was trying to force them to open 
the larger safe when Daniels, who 
had secured a revolver from a pas- 
senger, shot him in the back. 


SHOTS ARE EXCHANGED. 


Several shots were exchanged be- 


fore W. S. Gordon, a private detective, 
reinforced the porter. 


Wounded, the bandit fired wildly 


from the floor. Eighteen shots were 
fired before the negro lay still. The 
body, unidentified, was taken back to 
Chandler. 


"That porter was the only one of 


us not scared to death," said George 
Peterson of Tulsa, a passenger who 
was In the chair car when the bandit 
held up the conductor. 


"The porter sneaked Into the next 


car and got a revolver while the rest 
of us were under tho seats. 
As he 


came back, following the hold-up man 
to tlio express car, ho asked somebody 
with a revolver to come and help him. 
No one in my car seemed to have one.

Miss O'Brien was Interviewed this 
imorning and her story is as follows: 


"I was In my Sack yard when Gilli- 


gan asked me to take a walk and we 
T.-c-t to -a restaurant. Finally he asked 
me to have a glass of wina. I had 
never taking anything like that to 
drink, but he told me it ouldn't hurt 
me and so I consented to drink one 
glass. 


SAYS IT WAS DRUGGED. 


"It might have been drugged, Be- 


cause it sort of dazed me. I had on 
my person sis diamond rings and a 
diamond locket, and they are missing. 
I don't know what could have become 
of them. I must have been robbed." 


Gilligan was in court this morning

It was thought the 


bandits crept back into the city, which 
Is being searched thoroughly, and sev- 
eral suspects have been arrested.

UPHOLDSJRIAL COURT 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 24.—The Third 


District Court of Appeals his afternoon, 
in an opinion written by Associate Jus- 
tice Hart, upholds the decision of the 
Alamcda Couiuy Superior Court in the 
case of the California Tecona Company, 
appellant, vs. Guy Wilkinson, the Foreign 
Mines Deve'opment Co.. and E. J. Boyes. 
Tho plaintiff company brought an action 
to have one hundred shares of stock held 
by the defendants In the Tecona company 
cancelled on the ground that the shares 
were Tield unlawfully and were to be used 
at an annual meeting of stockholders to 
elect a board of directors which would 
favor the foreclosure of a mortgage held 
by the defendants against the plain- 
tiff. 
Tha lower court decided that the 


stock was ' not unlawfully hold, holdlnc 
that the defendant company had paid for 
it in the advancement of $75,000 in' loans.

Tee 
latter figures, however, are somewhat in 
excess of the actual returns at that cen- 
sus because they include estimates made 
to cover those cases where the schedule 
reported fowls on hand without reporting 
the production of eggs.

of lynching: made by Governor Blease "at the Blouse of Governors 
In Richmond, but we are bound to say that some of thessentiments 
he uttered before that body are worthy ofjjtomftien&ition. 
His 


defense of his use of the pardoning power J.B'an appeal fco-J human- 
ity and justice. 


Governor Blease has probably, in some instances, abused the 


pardoning1 power, but a number of his pardons were dictated 'by 
mmtiments which do him honor. This extract from his address 
rings true: 


"I walked through the penitentiary of South Carolina," he said 


hi defending his use of the pardoning power, "and found a tuber- 
culosis incubator where poor devils were dying at the tasks, mak- 
ing money for other people; poor devils who had no choice but to 
•land and work or take the lasho Just the other day Jim Rob- 
erts,,, a negro from Charleston, stopped me as I was walking 
through and respectfully asked permission to speak to me. He 
told me that he had been kept in jail for twenty-two years for

"I said, 'If you are telling me the truth you will eat your 


Christmas dinner with your folks at home.' He said, 'Governor, 
I have no folks.' Then I replied, 'You will eat it away from here.' 
And he will.

• reasonable do'ibt. Another wrote that he sentenced to death a 
own whom he did not believe should be put to death.

mitted. If his use of the pardoning power is prompted by the 
motives set forth in his Richmond address, he is doing right and 
deserves praise instead of blame. 


But if his use of the pardoning power be dictated by humanity 


and a sense of justice, it is no justification of his defense of 
lynching. When he advocates breaking the law, even to punish 
crime, he becomes an anarchist. Lynching is both lawless and 
inhuman, since it gives the accused no opportunity to defend him- 
self and inflicts the punishment of death for offenses which do 
not merit the death'penalty; and, moreover, places accused per- 
sons at the mercy of mobs inflamed by prejudice, excitement, or 
acting, under false or misleading information. As Governor of 
the State, Blease is the sworn defender of the law, and he violates 
his oath and teaches the doctrine of anarchy rwhen he advocates 
, lynching. What makes his teaching worse is that he only pro- 
poses to lynch black men who assault white women—he would 
give white men guilty, of the same offense the benefit of the law. 
His lawlessness is the outgrowth of race prejudice. He will par- 
don a negro out of the penitentiary, but will not give one the right 
of trial before a court if he be accused of ««i»»iUiw:j o -n'Mte 
woman. He is inconsistent and unjust in this attitude, and a 
dangerous inciter of mob violence.

If fractured five plates 
and so dented 15 others that they will 
have to be taken out and straightened. 


The stern frame will have to be taken 


out. The cracked plates must be re- 
placed by new ones. A. new rudder, will 
have to be made, and to do all this it 
will be necessary to keep the ship on the 
drydock for at least 20 days. 


When the Topeka arrived her In tow 


of the Maverick it was reported that the 
steamer, in addition to its broken rudder 
stock, had caught one of the Maverick's 
lines in its propeller.

Following that conspicuous fashion of wearing the 
timepiece came the long chain fad, with the dangling- watch at 
the end, a fad that was of short duration, for the reason that 
it was the cause of breaking and destroying many beautiful 
and intricately designed watches by their hitting against 
tables and chairs.

ALL FOR CLEANLINESS. 


The c'aanllr.ess of the -white-tiled -n-aJK 


of ths kitchen IB one of the first points 
which attract the attention of anyone vis- 
iting it. Thore is not a partition, a cloiot 
or ice box that is not raised clear of 
the floor so as to afford easy circulation 
of air and troter r-r-en tho floors aro 
scrubbed. 
Tha latter being of concrete 


and ia kept specklessly clean at all times. 
The dishes are all washed in motor-driv- 
en machines, drained on long boards re- 
mox'ed from possible contamination, dried 
and-warmed Tn stoam-huated closots.

On one side of the roam are a series 


of,oil-^iurnlns: rangeo and next these are 
st'eam»rs and pot-boliers. The-jp are ven- 
tilated by huge hc-otf* placed over the 
ranges through whic^ U p air Is drawn by 
Dig fans. 
Steam-heat""., tables stand in 


front of the ranges an*! ./« the foofl is 
taken off the fire It Is placed on these 
tables, preventing all opportunity of Its 
cooling off before being taken to tho 
waiting guest. 


THE 
IMPROVED 
REFRIGERATORS. 


The refrigerators In the kitchen are all 


stone lined with cove comers. These ara 
an improvement over the tiled lined ones 
as all square corners and seams In a 
refrigerator give an opportunity for dust 
to lodge. 
Nothing is kept on Ice, the 


refrigerators being kept at an even tem- 
perature by ammonia 
expansion coils 


and there Is a constant circulation of 
cold dry air, absolutely preventing any 
deterioration of foodstuffs. 
, Another novelty In connection with the 
kitchen is the, gutter chip machine- This 
machine takes the squares of butter, 
cuts them and places the chips on pats 
so that the butter is never touched by 
the hands. 
These pats are placed In 


drawers in the lower compartment of the 
machine and kept cold. 
There is room 


enough to store 1200 chips at a time in 
these drawers. 


JTurtfcer

which marks the kitchen service Is the 
manner Sn which the tea Is handled, " 
rather not handled. Tie tea Is done up 
In 
little packets, accurately measured, 


and all the waiter has to do is to draw 
off the. boiling water, which comes from 
an absolutely sterilized container, tear 
off the-flap of the tea packags and empty 
It Into the pot without ever having touch- 
ed It. The cc'fee Is ground as occasion 
demttflds and delivered Into the waiting 
pot without being touched. 
Only double 


distilled and filtered water is used. 


ON A BIG SCALE. 


Beside the service elevators there Is a 


broad stairway from the kitchen on the 
first 
floor to the basement. 
In this 


basement Is where the uninitiated gets 
Jiis best Impression ot tho magnitude of 
the ucale on which a big first class hotel 
Is conducted. Though this basement floor 
covers an entire city block yet there Is 
not a square Inch of space lost and on 
every side are evidences of the work nec- 
essary to keep things moving smoothly 
above ground. 


There ara store-rooms, wine cellars, re- 


frigerating plant, laundry, heating and 
ventilating system, water distillation and 
filtering system, Ice box after Ice box, 
butcher shop, furnaces and generators, 
motors, a second kitchen/J big baking 
ovens for bread and pastry, servants' din- 
Ins room, special pastry, rooms and head- 
quarters for the. executive, Heads of the 
"back part of the house," and so on until 
one Is lost In a. maze. 


There Is what Is known as tho oyster 


room and here the blvalvejs aro stored 
•waiting the opening knife. As they are 
opened they arg'Jplaced on trie'half shell 
and then In racks' which Slide Into a re- 
frigerating box,,whore they are-kept Ice 
cold and porf«-ot]y rlry

a special saa oven which will roast fifty 
turkeys at one time or from 300 to 400 
squabs. 


There are two dining-rooms for em- 


ployes, one for men and one for women, 
with separate entrances and lavatory ac- 
commodations 
The lavatory accommo- 


dations Include hot and cold marble-lined 
showers for the use of the cooks and oth- 
erb who are working around the ranges. 
Steel lockers have also been Installed for 
the use of employes. 


A separate elevator to the sidewalk In 


the rear of. che building Is reserved for 
the bringing In of supplies and another 
is for the bringing In and removal of 
bat,sage 
From the baggage room the 


basgage is delivered to the various floors 
by other service elevators. 


In the wine cellars are three bis refrig- 


erators for the storing: of bottled goods 
and these are delivered to the cafe and 
club room by a service elevator. 


BUTTER, EGGS AND PASTES. 


A refrigerator 01 three compartments, 


there being eighty squart feet In each 
compartment, is set aside lor the storing 
of butter, eggs and pastes. This refrig- 
erator Is six feet in height. There is a 
big: double coffee grinder which Is called 
Into use when banquets are being served 
and the offices of ths commissary de- 
partment are also on the basement floor 
at the elevator where all supplies are 
brought In. This arrangement permits of 
a speedy system of checking supplies. 


The butcher shop 
Is 
as 
completely 


attract attention and here eight kinds.of 
Ice cream are stored 
in bulk. 
These 


packers are 
not only surrounded 
by 


cracked ice but also by ammonia colls. 
Then there is a lefngerator for keeping 
tne ice cream that has r>een molded and 
another for water Ices and fancy ice. 
creams 
_ Then there are giant freezers 


for making the bulk, ice-cream and small- 
er ones for special orders. You can or- 
der any kind of frozen confection and 
it Is ready and waiting for you long be- 
fore you arc ready for it. 


A special department is reserved for the 


pastry cook who makes the glaces and 
meringues and similar dainties. These ar& 
kept in big cool dry boxes with separate 
airtight compartments so there Is no op- 
portunity for one pastrj to absorb any o£ 
the flavor of another. 
Then there Is a 


department for tho chief pastrj cook with 
refrigerator box.es reserved for his use- 
In addition, to the departments already 
mentioned there are two rooms reserved 
for the artists engage In sugar and pastry 
modeling, for the making of fancy table 
and center pieces. 


BIG DOUBLE DECK OVENS. 


For over a month past the big dou- 


ble-deck ovens used for bread, cake and 
pie baking have been going In order to 
dry them out and set the brick and tile 
work. 
This drying process has to be 


done slowly to prevent any cracking of 
the cement and must bs done well else 
the flrbt balking will laste of the ovens. 
The cake and pastry ovens a*-e so ar- 
ranged that the upper oven can contain 
a slow heat for the cooking of meringues 
while the lower oven contains a quick 
hot heat for the finishing of cakes. Then 
again the heat can be switched BO the 
upper Is tho quick one and the lower one 
tisea for slower work. 


These ovens are well ventilated so that 


the odor of cooking bread or pastries Is 
carried off without reaching the outside 
or In any way affecting other foods. Con- 
tamination of foodstuffs in any way Is 
further provided for in the removal of 
table scraps and such like. 
From the 


kitchen the remains 
are 
removed by 


pipes which drain off nil fluids and-the 
heavy matter Is packed In cans lor. re- 
moval. This1 Is done in an airtight com- 
partment which Is always kept'at Woez- 
Ing: point so there Is absolutely no chance 
for decay even though the scraps are kept 
In a separate room. 


WORK OF FROSTING., 


For tho ordinary susir work-'o^. frost- 


ing and such like a big marble table has 
been provided with a gap rango 'for' the 
heating of materials. Flours of all kinds 
aro dcllvuruil In all-light wheeled bins, 
raised from tho floor. 
As in' tha upper 


kitchen the partitions of lower kitchen, 
storeroom and all other ."walls are .raised 
from 
tlio ronrrpte floor th ' order ttidt 
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everything may be 
kept 
scrupulously 


clean. 


In the bakery all the mixing Is done by 


motor driven machines and the ovens aro 
oil-burning with absolutely no chance for 
fire or gases to enter tho oven itself. 


There is a special room for the clean- 


Ing of glass and 
silver. 
Tho man In 


charge of this department is a skilled 
artisan, being ablo to make all repairs 
to tho silver as well as 'buffing: and pol- 
ishing It. 


The storeroom of the new hotel Is » 


most interesting feature vand Is divided 
Into several different departments. 
In- 


cluding tho wine cellars the area cov- 
ered IB over 3000 square feet. 
There is 


one portion si>t aside for tho1 preparation 


and storing of vegetables. Hero Is a long 
line of porcelain-lined sinks for the clean- 
Ing of the vegetables and a big motor- 
driven potato "paring machine. The stor- 
!r>? facilities 
include 
refrigerators for 


vegetables fresh from the markets and 
also for those which have already been 
prepared for table use. 


ABSOLUTE SANITATION. 


Other refrigerators 
aro reserved for 


fresh and prepared fruits and the most 
rigid care is taken to Insure absolute 
sanitation. 


In addition ±s-tJie complete equipment 


which rtaracterizes the kitchen on the 
flrst floor, the reserve kitchen for ban- 
quets, which is situated in the basement, 
beside the large oil-burning ranges has 


equipped as that In any of the large local 
markets and much more fully than the, 
usual neighborhood market. There is an 
immense refrigerator box thirty by twelve 
feet and eight feet high for fish, poultry 
and Joints of meats, all In separate com- 
partments and separate blocks and dress- 
Ing tables for preparing these articles of 
food. 
Then there Is another box, the 


temperature of which Is always kept at 
freezing point for the purpose of carrying 
game from one season over to another. 


iNCREASE ICE PLANT. 


Twenty-four tons of Ice In twenty- 


four hours Is the capacity of tho Ice- 
making plant Installed in the basement of 
the Hotel Oakland. This consists of two 
ammmonln. compressors with a capacity 


twelve tons each so that the plant, | 
<ig dUided into two units, will not en- i 


tirel>' suspund operations in case of break- i 
down. 
Tha ammonia gas passes through! 


these cXmfienBers into a pipe condenser 
and then through a grease extractor be- ' 
fore being converted into a liquid. It la 
cooled during tllla process and held in a 
big container before passing Into the ex- 
pansion colls fCvc cooling the brine. These 
colls surround tl^ brine tank and reduce1 
the temperatuie oX the brine to between 
six and ten degree Fahrenheit 


The ice-making maCthine is divided Into 


100 compartments, eacl'> havng a capacity 
of 50 pounds of Ico. 
<Thesa blocks of 


ice are lifted by a crane and carried to 
tha Ice-sawing machine wlxSeh cuts them 
out ana they are then stored until needed. 
An Ice-cubing machine cuts up the blockH 
into t-£vo Inch faqu&rfcs for t&blt^ use- and 
there are also crushing and sharing ma- 
chines for preparing the ioe for 
Ice-* 


oream making and other purposes. 


The water used for making the Ice I? 


flrst distilled and then re-boiled, pumped 
into a pro-cooler which brings down the 
temperature to near the freezing point 
and Is then filtered before entering tha 
compartments In which it is frozen. 


Aftsr the brine has been used In the 


Ice-nwkintr machine It Is pumped by a 
duplicate set of pumps through another 
brine cooler and Is then pumped through' 
tho calls of the 
various 
refrigerating 


boxes, there being no Ice usad for keep- 
Ing foodstuffs 
at 
a low temperature. 


Some of the brine Is utilized tn tho coils 
surrounding the tank In which the fresh 
drinking water Is chilled before belnsr 
pumped through the circulating system 
to each floor. 


The ammonia compressors are steam- 


operated whlla the other machinery used 
In operating 
the ice plant is motor- 


drl-ven. 


LIGHT AND POWER PLANT. 


All electric current for light and power 


is generated on the premises, there being 
two 100-kllowatt, motor-driven ger 
tors fur Uus purpose wrch a 125-kllowattj 
Curtis, turbine driven, generator held 
reserve. 
The lighting system of each 


floor Is divided into three sections and 
each of the public rooms on the main1 
floor have separate switchboard panels.. 
The wiring throughout the building la the 
R. C. three-wire system of 110 volts. 


Over 6000 Tungsten lamps ara used In 


illuminating the Hotel Oakland, and In-1 
elude the mai-qulse lights, electroliers and",1 
wall brockets on 
the 
exterior of thM 


building and tho electroliers over the ar^f 
cade. 
It Is later 
planned 
to outline 


the entire building 
with 
Incandescent j 


lamps for use during the clvlo celebra- • 
tlons and night Illuminations of various' 
kinds. 


The two generators which are motor- 


driven require a current 
of 4000 volts. 


This IB the first time that such a high 
current tension system has been Intro- 
duced In a public building. The wires are 
brought In through concrete duots that 
absolutely prevent any danger from fire 
and tne work was Installed under special 
permit from the board of fire underwri- 
ters.H. N. Miller is engineer In charge of 
the mechanical equipment. 


HOUSE WATER SYSTEM. 


The house system 
of 
water comes 


from two sources, one being a. well 880' 
feet below the street love] and the other , 
the regular city supply, 
This water Isl 


pumped Into a storage- tank In the base- 
ment which has a capacity of 80,000 sal- , 
ions and then passes through filters with 
a capacity of 00,000 gallons per hour.

If the man had been staked or pitted 
to the ground. 


"We saw nothing nor heard nothing 


from the sea until about a year ago. 
Then one night we saw rockets break- 
Ing and sputtering in tho sky. A ship 
was nearby and in distress, but we could 
not help her.
